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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In re page 10 of the applicants arguments, 
applicants disclose that the Baldwin reference does not disclose or suggest independent system time clocks and presentation time stamps 
for the audio and video data. In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Column 3, lines 4 - 7 clearly discloses seapatate and 
independent clocks for controlling the video and audio data. Column 6, lines 37 - 44 also discloses outputting audio data and video data 
based on their respective time stamps. 

In re page 1 1 , applicants disclose that the Baldwin reference does not disclose that the still picture data and the audio data can be 
in separate stream files. In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Baldwin clearly discloses in column 4, lines 1 - 5 that a user 
might be viewing a television program but be listening to audio from a separate medium. The Baldwin reference discloses that a television 
program is to be broadly construed as including any signal that has both a video component and an audio component (see column 5, lines 
5-10). Balwin also discloses that the reciever includes memory devices (see column 5, lines 36 - 49). 

The Baldwin reference was brought into the rejection to teach that it was possible to have separate control of the video data and the 
audio data by using sepatate and independent clocks. The Examiner believes that adding the concept of separate and independent clocks 
taught by Baldwin to the apparatus ofNonomura will arrive at a method of independent control/presentation of audio and still picture data 
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
